MAGNATE MAKES GIFT 
BECAUSE HE LIKES SOUTH 


He Says That the Gift, in a 
Measure, Expresses His Ap- 
preciation of the Hospitality 
Shown Him by Warm-Heart- 
ed Southern People---Aggres- 
sive Campaign Against Hook 
Worm to Be Waged. 


New York. October 28.—-A gift of 
#1,000,000 by John D. Rockefeller to 
fight the “hook worm disease” was en- 
nounced at the office of the Standard 
Oi! Company here late today. 

A dozen well-known educators and 
acientists. selected in large nart from 


fnetituticene of learning in the south, 


where the parasite is prevalent, were 
sealled in conference with Mr. Rocke- 
feller’s revresentatives at the Stand- 


ard Oil Company’s offices at 26 Broad- 


way last Tuesday. and at that meet- 
ing Mr. Rockefeller’s desire to organ- 
ize a commission to carry on a cam- 
paizsn against the malady was dis- 
cussed. As a result of this discussion 
ef the situation. the “Rockefeller 


Commiesion for the Eradication of the 


Hook Worm Disease” was organized.

In calling these gentlemen together 
for Tuesday's conference, Mr. Rocke- 
feller addressed to each a jetter point- 
ing out his interest in relieving the 
human suffering caused by the “hook 
worm” parasite. especially because, he 


had been his pleasure to 
enc * portion of each year among 
the warm-hearted people of the south, 
and he welcomed the opportunity to 
express appreciation of their many 
kindnesses and hospitalities. 

The members of the commission in 
framing a reply to Mr. Rockefeller’s 
offer of $1,000,000 declared that the 
proposition met with their heartiest 
approbation. 

“Two millions of our people are in- 
fected with this parasite,” they added. 
“It is by no means confined to ohe 
class: it takes its toll of suffering 
and death from the intelligent» and 
well-to-do as well as from the less 
fortunates.” 

The correspondence, in full, 
follows: 

Mr. Rockefeller’s Letter. 

Mr. Rockefeller wrote to the 
ferees: 

“New York, October 26, 1909.—Gen- 
tlemen: For many months my repre- 
sentatives have been inquiring into the 
nature and prevalance of ‘hook worm 
disease, and considering plans for 
mitigating its evils. I have delayed 
action in this matter only until the 
facts as to the extent of the 
could be verified and the effectiveness 
of its cure and prevention demon- 
strated.

London, October 28.—The bye-electian 
today in the Bermondsey division of 
Southwark, @ parliamentary borough of 
London, resulted in a sweeping victory 
for the unionists. John Dumphreys, 
unionist, won the three-cornered fight 
with a plurality of 987, overcoming the 
liberal party of 1,777965 in 1906. The 
vote was as follows: 

.Dumphreys, 4,278; S. L. Hughes, lib- 
eral, 3,291; Dr. A. Salter, socialist, 
1,435. 

The unionist victory is considered a 
severe biow to the supporters of the 
budget, as all along this election was 
expected to afford a good test of the 
feeling in London and the country gen- 
erally on the tmpending struggle in 
parliament. 


Bermondsey has been a doubtful con- 


situency for years, but three years ago 
the election resulted in a lberal land- 
slide. : 

The fight this year finally resolved 
itself into a question of the budget 
against the tariff reform, and whatever 
the outcome might be, it was looked 
upon as forecasting the result of a gen- 
eral election should one be held. 

The whole conservative press claims 
that the result of the Bermondsey 
election is the death knell of the budget 
and a victory for tariff reform. Ber- 
mondsey is a typical] working class 
constituency. and although Dumphreys 
failed to secure a majority over the 
combined votes of his two opponents, 
who are both jn favor of the budget, 
the conservatives are convinced that 
the election proves there will be no 
landslide for the budget. 

According to the most rellable in- 
formation the leaders of the conserva- 
tive party have definitely decided that 
the “lords will reject the budget, and 
that. therefore, a general electfon is 
probable in January.

Maxinigei Rates Are Soon 
to Be Applied. 


Increase on American Products 
Will Be From 33 to 212 Per 
Cent---The United States Will 
Also Increase Duty on Cer- 
tain French. Products. 


Washington, October 28.—-The appli- 
cation of the maximum rates of the 
French tariff to American products 
now enjoying the benefit of minimum 
rates will represent an increase of 
from 33 to 212 per cent, according to a 
statement prepared by the bureau of 
manufacturers: and issued today. 

When the existing commercial agree- 
ment between France and the United 
States terminates at the end of the 
present month, certain products of 
France which have enjoyed the mini- 
mum rates of the Dingley law, though 
getting the benefit of the minimum 
rates. of the Payne law, will be sub- 
jected to increased duty ranging from 
29 to 60-per cent. 

Increases on American Articles. 

The increases on various American 
articles substantialiy are as follows: 

Manufactured and prepared pork 
meats, 100 per cent; canned meats, 33 
per:cent; lard, 60 per cent; fresh table 


d 
fruits, 260 per cent; dried or presse 
fruits, 50 per cent; common woods, 54 


per cent; paving blocks, 43 per cent, 
staves, 67 per cent; hops, 50 per cent; 
petroleum, all classes, 100 per cent; 
heavy oils and residues of petroleum, 
33 per cent. 

The increases on French products in 
main are as follows: 
brandies, 49 per cent, 
wines and vermuths, 29 per 
champagne and all other 
wines, 60 per cent. 

Imports From France. 

The imports into the United States 
from France of dutiable articles dur- 
ing the fiscal year of 1908, amounted 
to $12,173,481, including $2,822, 089 for 
art works; $1,020,624 for argoles, $1,- 
977.977 for spirite; $5,201,630 for cham- 
pagne and other sparkling wines and 
$1,151,561 for still wines. 

The French imports from the United 
States aggregated during the same 
period $20,281,212. These included pork 
meats $625,399; canned meats $388,702;

Suffragettes Are Militant 
at an English Election.

They Smash Bottles Containing 
Corrosive Acid on the Ballot 
Boxes in an Attempt to De- 
stroy Ballots---Some Election 
Officers Painfully Burned. 


London, October 28.—Mrs. Chapin, & 
suffragette, furnished an early morn- 


ing thrill at the Bermondezey bye-elec- 
tion today. when she smashed a bot- 
tle containing corrosive acid upon @& 
ballot box. Her intention evidently 
was to destroy the ballots in the box 
@s a protest against the exclusion of 
women from the right of franchise. 
What she accomplished was the pain- 
ful burning of some of the election of- 
ficers and assurance of her own ar- 
rest. 

Slipping into one of the booths where 
perhaps a thousand ballots had been 
deposited, Mrs. Chapin drew from ubn- 
der her cloak a bottle in which ink 
had been mixed with corrosive acid, 
and before she could be stopped, hurl- 
ed the bottle upon the box. It broke 
into many pieces, and the flying acid 
splashed upon the election officers. A 
number of these were so severely in- 
jured as to require medical attention. 

About the same time a similar out- 
rage was attempted at another booth 
by a young girl, who wore the suf- 
fragette colors. In the latter instance 
little damage was done beyond the 
burning of the finger tips of the elec- 
tion officials. who removed ‘the bits of 
broken glass. So far as could be as- 
certained, not much acid reached the 
ballots in either case. 

Later, in an interview, Miss Christa- 
bel Pankhurst, while deploring the 
wounding of the officials, asserted with 
much emphasis:

The league’s secretary, Mrs. Edith Mar- 
tin, in an interview following..the at- 
tack upon ballot boxes, Mrs. Martyn 
said: 

‘We thought that as Premier As- 
quith has not shown himself amenable 
to our requests, the time had come to 
take more active measures. Our plans 
were thought out most carefully. Our 
object this morning was to invalidate 
the election. We had formed various 
plans, and the others would have been 
tried during the day had this one 
failed.” 

What Mrs. Pankhurst Says. 

New Haven, Conn., October 28.—That 
it would be a pleasure to her to watch 
the developments of the acid throwing 
incident today at the bye-election in 
Bermondsey, England, when Mrs. Cha- 
pin, a suffragette. attempted to throw 
acid on the ballots, was the sentiment 
expressed by Mrs. Emeline Pankhurst 
the English suffragette, who delivered 
a lecture here today. Mrs. Pankhurst 
said: 

“IT would not say that I am delighted 
with Mrs. Chapin’s methads, but I can- 
not say that her action was not justi- 
fied.”’ 

When asked if she thought the means 
justified the end. she said: 

“IT cannot say. but I am positive she 
did no more than men would do if they 
had found themselves excluded from 
the polls. I must say the case is most 
interesting. and I shall watch ite de- 
velopments with pleasure.”

WOMEN OF (OWA 
DECLARE FUR WAR 


They’ll Seek the Ballot by 
Militant Methods. 


At Convention of Suffragettes 
Resolution Was Adopted De- 
claring That Women Should 
Storm the Legislature and 
Secure Ballot. 


Des Moines, Iowa, October 28.—Stir- 
red to action by a-number. of fierce 
speeches by the more aggressive mem- 
bers. the Iowa Equal Suffrage Asso- 
ciation today adopted resolutions in 
favor of the militant methods adopted 
by the suffragettes of England. The 
word “obstructive” was substituted for 
“militant.” 

The president of the association, Rev. 
Eleanor Gordon, of Des Moines, and 
Mrs. Julia Clark Hallam, of Sioux 
City, were the leaders among the radi- 
eal forces, but there is an element in 
the association which views, with 
alarm, the movement to adopt militant 
methods. 

“The day for passive methods are 
past,” deciared President Eleanor Gor- 
don. 

“T am for adopting more 
methods.” 

“And I.” added Mrs. Hallam, “would 
go to jail for the suffrage cause. But 
if I were arrested, I would resist the 
officer to ‘the last.” 

Mrs. Hallam Is for War. 

Mrs. Hallam, vice prestdent of the 
Suffrage Association, said tonight: 

“All that I ask for is 500 women to 
stand with me and we can storm the 
lowa legislature until we get some- 
thing. We have worked for thirty 
vears along conservative lines. and 
what have we accomplished? If there 
is any fight left in us, let us fight. Im- 
prisonment would be child’s play to 
the humiliation of going back to the 
lfgislature in another year and asking 
and begging for the rights of suffrage. 
All we need is the material, a good 
lawyer and money. There is a point 
where patience ceases to be a virtue. 

“When the legislature refuses to con- 
sider our bill we can talk. Not all 
of us need talk at once, but one wom- 
an can block the legislature until she 
is put out, and then another can take 
her place. 

Resolved to Have Rights 


“This is no invasion upon the legis- 
lature, but it is our purpose to see 
that we have our rights If a police- 
man takes me by the arm 1 will not 
surrender to the law: I am a citizen 
of the United States and had no power 
in placing these men in the legislature. 
I will be there to fight for my rights,

as did my forefathers, and why have I 
not the same right to fight for a voice 
in the government? oo ° 

“The conditions in the Iowa legisla- 
ture and in the house of parliament in 
England are no different. The time 
has come when we will have to fight 
for rights. We are tired of going to 
the legislature and be gently, but firm- 
lv, slapped in the face. A few poli- 
ticians have decided to defeat us.”

DROP-IN-THE-BUCKET DEVELOPMENT PUBLICITY. 


Referring to The Constitution’s editorials of the lest few days directed 
against the manner in which the southern railroads permit the more enter- 
prising western railroads to annually take thousands of southerners to the 
west by wide-awake publicity, the general passenger agent of the Atlanta, 
Birmingham and Atlantic railroad yesterday drew attention to the fact that 
that system regularly distributed large quantities of development literature. 

But the endeavors of a comparatively small line, no matter how energetic 
and persistent, cannot make up for the dereliction of the great railroad sys- 
tems of the southern states, infinitely more able through accumulated re- 
sources and larger income to meet the expenses of publicity campaigns, znd 
infinitely more interested in the result. ‘ 

It is upon these southern trunk lines, serving almost inconceivably rich 
regions, that the burdén of exploitation should fall. 

It is not, for instance, the small, independent lines oi the west that dre | 
making inroads upon southern.population. The persistent campaigns of the | 
great western and transcontinental lines, conducted every day in southern | 
newspapers, are the instrumental factors. 

It is only through similar activity on behalf of the southern trunk lines 
that the tide will be turned southward. ! 

At any rate, and whether conducted by one isolated railroad or south- 
ern systems generally, the circular and bureau method of publicity is hope- 
lessly ineffectual and out of date. 

Such measures, however praiseworthy, are not a drop in the bucket 
when placed alongside the infinitely more energetic and widespread efforts 
of the western carriers. 

For instance, suppose the railroad systems of the west contented them- 
selves with distributing circulars through the south, or with printing pam- 
phlets singing the glories of their territory. 

How many potential southern emigrants would be reached by this hit- 
and-miss system? 

Deplorably few! 

People have an aversion to circulars, and it is notoriously difficult to 
reach the most desirable class in this manner. 

Advertising in newspapers of large general circulation, day in and day 
out, is the only satisfactory recourse, and we can say this without having 


south. . 

The great wesfern systems and the towns and cities of the west have 
been quick to realize and seize upon this fundamental principle in publicity. 

They maintain bureaus and magazines, as a matter of routine. But they 
do not WAIT for inquirers. They GO OUT AFTER INQUIRERS, ACTIVE 
AND PASSIVE, in mediums of general, regular circulation. 

The result is that there are always plenty of people, unfortunately, 
READY-PRIMED to take advantage of home-seekers’ rates to the west. 

On the other hand, few enough westerners are READY-PRIMED to 
take advantage of home-seekers’ rates coming in this direction. 

We do not disparage the intention or the efforts of the southern rail- 
roads. We only contend that they, in common with the efforts of the 
southern people, must be amended along the broad-gauged western idea. 

The latter is of proven efficacy in keeping people at home and bringing 
others there. And that is what the south needs badly!

The death of Associate Justice Rufus W. Peckham, of the supreme court 
of the United States, leaves vacant a seat in that august tribunal which 
President Taft will be called upon to fill. 

The late associate justice was 
a New York democrat. It is probable that his successor will also be a 
democrat, thus preserving the present political complexion of the bench. 

No other court in the world has equal powers with that of the supreme 
court of the United States. It stands alone in modern jurisprudence. 

In England the highest tribunal of the country is “subject to the laws 
passed by parliament. In the United States the supreme court reviews the 
acts of the congress and either interprets them or overturns them abso- 
lutely.

CHILDREN EDUCATED 


TO RETURN 


TO THE FARMS 


By H. W. Laird. 


Private Car Southern States Super- 
intendents of Education, St. Paul, 
Minn., October 28—(Special Corre- 
spondence.)—Minnesota has |. more 
than six and a quarter millions a 
year for its schools, outside the funds 
for higher education. Up to and in- 
cluding the high schol grades, it may 
draw to this princely amount for the 
uplift of the children who need help. 
Appreciation of this is indicated in a 
statement by Superintendent. Shultz 
that there is not a child in the state 
between the ages of five and twenty- 
one out of school. Of the school popu- 
tation of 560,000 there are 500,000 in 
the public schools and $0,000 in private 
institutions. Of course, these figures 
include those in the 
schools and the university 
high school grade. 

The income for the common schools 
is as follows: Interest on permanent 
land fund of $20,000,000 per year, 
$1,000,000; one mill tax rate, $750,000: 
one mill tax rate in countiés, must be 
levied, $760,000; district taxes with 
maximum of fifteen mills in common 
school districts, and no Hmit in inde- 
pendent districts, and ten mills over 
all this that may be levied for school 
buildings. In fact, there tis practical- 
ly no limit to the levy of local tax 
for schol purposes, as there is no limit 
of the amount the state may levy 10 
keep its various institutions going. All 
these means of income, with direct 
appropriation of $750,000. gave the 
fund of $6,250,000 last year, and it may 
run higher next year. 

County Superintendents. 

Strange as it may seem, with all this 
money, there is no standard for coun- 
ty superintendents. Any man may be 
elected county superintendent, and 
the oversight in counties its, there- 
fore, very poor. The best of it is 
from the twenty women, who, in their 
counties, are doing good werk. The 
average salary, paid direct from the 
treasury, is $1,000 a year. Illustrating 
the foolishness of the system, a bar- 
keeper and a dentist were elected in 
two counties, neither one of whom 
ever saw the schools or knew any- 
thing about them. 

The higher institution, the univer- 
sity, which embraces every depart- 
ment of this kind of work, is sup- 
ported by direct appropriation and a 
small tax that amounts to $750.000 a 
year. There are 200 high. schools, 165 
gradeq schools and 2,500 rural schools, 
The high schools, four years of high- 
school work, get $1,750 from the state. 
If they tsach agriculture, they get 
$2,500 more, and if they establish a 
teacher training course they may get 
still $750 more. Graded schools must 
have six teachers and four rooms at 
least, and they get $600 a year. The 
one-room school gets $300, $150 and 
$100, according to size. There are 
three inspectors who get $3,000, $2,800 
and $2,400 each for keeping the schools 
up to standard, and who, if they re- 
port failure, can prevent the appro- 
priation in any case above graded 
school. There are also five normals, 
which get $40,000 each, this being in 
addition to other school mentioned. 

University of Minnesota. 

Every school man in. the party 
recognized in the University of Minne- 
sota an institution of eae that is 
getting down—or up—t practical 
things. In its agricultural college, its 
agricultural school and its coopera- 
tive industries, just now attracting the 
widest attention from all sections, it 
is setting a new pace in education 
that can be used for the problems and 
duties of life. In a farming state, the 
trend of instruction has gone back tv 
the farm, and the work is showing in 
many ways in the progress and de- 
velopment of the people. 

The party was taken in charee early 
and given breakfast at the st. Paul 
Commercial Club, where elegant rooms 
are maintained. Here C. G. Shultz 
state superintendent, after hbreakfas:, 
Outlined the program, after telling 
something of the educational institu- 
tions of the state. At the same time, 
C. R. Frazier, assistant superintendent, 
and Dr. J. Lee Coulter, of the univer- 
sity. were present. Cars were taken 
to the College of Agriculture build- 
ings, where inspections of the various 
departments were made. The college 
has only a small enrollment, com- 
pared to the school of agriculture, 
maintained in the same building. This 
school, with its seven to eight hun- 
dred boys and girls, is the main fea- 
ture of the situation, as seen by those 
who are studying the problems of ad- 
justing rural education to rural life. 

’ Pleasant Addresses. 

These boys and girls, who may come 
in with an examination on the eighth 
grade, and if they are wiuer and seem 
to want to get the instruction, muy 
get in at less, filled the great chapel 
when the time for assembly came. D. 
D. Mayne, principal, with the mem- 
bers of the visiting party seated on 
the platform, went through the devo- 
tional exercises and made way for 
Dean John W. Olsen, who introduced 
Dr. J. Y¥. Joyner, of North Carolina, 
who, in turn, called upon Robert C. 
Ogden, of New York. Mr. Ogden ex- 
pressed his pleasure at being pres- 
ent, and thanked the school officers 
for their courtesy. Closing, Mr. Cgden 
said: 

“As we joined in the Lord’s prayer 
there was that heart-throb of Amer- 
icanism and American democracy that 
unites us all.” 

After this. lunch was served at the 
dining room of the school, the foo 
being just that served every day. 
Here the cost is 7 cents a meal, with 
40 cents a day the total expense for 
board, including unlimited laundry and 
the various comforts of life. The meals 
are ample in every respect. A close 
watch is kept on the whole, and the 
cost is not allowed to run over 7 cents 
on an. average. The kitchen is run 
with equipment of every labor-saving 
and cost-saving device known. 

Back to the Farm. 

Of the machinery of the university 
and its departments, there is a general 
knowledge. It is run upon the school 
and college plan, with buildings for 
all activities about the grounds. The 
agricultural school, however, is of 
vital importance, in that it is getting 
down to the very meat of the farm 
life. Eighty per cent of its boys and 
girls go back to the farm, and stay 
there, having come to school to learn 
how to run farms and getting a prac- 
tical equipment that heips them. This 
is not so of the agricultural college 
students. who, in the main, do not -go 
back to farms, -but find service in the 
government departments, in teaching 
places and expert service of other 
kinds. 

Principal Mayne said that he often 
goes into the country, to find that the 
gradutes of the schol have made farms 
better and homes beautiful. In one 
poor place, way out, he found a home 
that was rough on the outside, but 
pretty and tasty inside. “My daughter, 
who went to the agricultural school, ig 
my housekeeper,” said the proud fath-

about to give up and lose it. His two 
boys came to the school, got the in- 
struction and inspiration, went back 
home, and not only paid the mortgage, 
but are now making money on the 
farm. Scores of casés of this kind are 
pointed out. The school, in a word, is* 
the property of the farmers them- 
selves, and they are making use of it. 
Cleser to Heme. 

Another feature of this work is tho. 
way the demand for it is getting close 
to home. High scheols, fostered by the 
states, are a gift of the last legisla- 
ture. Already there are twenty cf 
them with agricultural instruction and 
experiment, with others coming. Prin- 
cipal Mayne thinks that this will be 
the next dévelopment; that the high 
schools will ‘do a vast amount of this 
work, and make enthusiasm for the 
main school and the college, and in- 
crease the number of students to the 
point that they will include almost 
every farmer boy and giri in. the 
state. 

The line of instruction in this scho»! 
is general farm education, including 
chemistry of the soils, forestry. crops 
and crop cultivation and crop harvest - 
ing. In addition, there is instruction 
in blacksmithing and carpentering and 
other lines of this kind, so that when 
a boy goes home he is fitteq to do the 
many odd jobs about the place that 
would take time and money to have 
done. A girl goes back with not only 
a knowledge of agriculture, but of 
sewing. cooking and general house- 
keeping. In a words each has been 
taught to work to the best advantage. 
and in a way that will bring about the 
largest results. 

Cooperative Industries. 

After the time at the agricultural 
school, the party was driven to the 
main campus of the university, 3 miles 
'away. where the larger buildings were 
seen. All the sciences, with medicine, 
the law, dentistry, and such like, were 
represented here. Dr. J. L. Coulter, 
who then took the entertainment in 
hand, showed the visitors over the 
buildings, which all know to be among 
the best and to represent the most 
progressive ideas in higher education 
of the day. But the main object of 
the trip was to look into the coopera- 
tive industries, so all hurried over to 
the Commerctal!l Club of Minneapolis 
for talks on this line. 

This work is under the care of Dr. 
J. Lee Coulter, professor of economics 
at the university, and includes cream- 
eries, elevators, stores, fire insurance 
and telephones. Five hundred to two 
thousand cows are assembled into the 
cooperative creameries. Milk is deliver- 
ed by each owner, who, after the but- 
ter fat is brought out by the test ap- 
plied to each delivery. is paid the 
market price. In the round-up every 
man comes in for the dividends upen 
the sales. Butter is the output, sold 
in the markets of the whole country. 
Banded together. the farmers are thus 
able to employ the very highest priced 
help, and to produce an article that 
is sold for the most remunerative re- 
turns. 

Proves Profitable. 

Only fire insurance has proven profit- 
able of the protective propositions. 
Enough money is put up to pay one 
average loss, ayd a secretary is paid 
$3 a day. or s®, for the few days it: 
takes to keep the books, and now and 
then appraise a loss. It is shown that 
the total cost is Jess than a third of 
(the regular prices. In telephones, the 
rental is reduced to about half a dol- 
lar a month. There is an original cost 
to each one of about $40, but, after 
that. $6 a year is the maximum. At 
first the larger: companies thought to 
fight these organizations, but now thev 
are working with them, giving town 
and long-distance connections. This 
came about by the demand of the town 
people for this connection, it being 
mutually profitable. 

Stores are maintained in much the 
same way. An expert 1s employed to 
run them. They sell at the same prices 
other stores charge, getting their sav- 
ings from the profits declared in divi- 
dends. The elevators are conducted oa 
the same plans. Dr. Coulter says the 
idea is taking root in every part of 
the state, and is working now up to 
wholesale houses to supply the farm 
stores. It is a “team-work” idea that 
is taking hold—-and a firm hold-—of 
the people, and he does not believe it 
will ever lose out in that section of 
the country.

Pensacola, Fla.. October 28.—W. g 
Harlan, a wealthy lumberman ané 
nephew of Supreme Court Justice Har- 
lan, ig to be called upon tomorrow in 
the United States court to show cause 
why his bond should not be forfeited 
With those of four of his employees 
and writs have been issued for their 
immediate arrest and commitment to 
the federal prison for conspiracy to 
commit peonage. 

Three weeks ago the United State's 
assistant attorney general moved to 
estreat the bonds of Mr. Harlan and 
his men, amounting to $15,000. inas- 
much as they had been convicted of 
peonage, thelr sentences nassed, and 
the lower court upheld by the court 
of appeals, but Judge Thomas G.

New York. October 238.—Growing 
dullness in the speculation in stocks 
was more notable today than the tone 
of the market. which was shifting and 
uncertain.
